Claims 1-12 and 14-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art does not teach the independent claims as a whole. 
Specifically, the claim requires the generating of a rearranged DID instance document, 
wherein the "ChoicePrecedence" is a relative precedence and designates higher or 
lower than a "BaseChoice". It is believed that within the context of the specification, 
which describes the encoding of a MPEG21 document containing relative precedence 
designating higher and lower precedence than the base or default choice as required by 
the claim, the prior art falls short and thus the independent claims are rendered novel 
and unobvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
